Being known by 
his frequent reſort to that City to ſome of 
the Refugee Miniſters, for a reſolute Enthu- 
fiaſt, they gave him the Book of the famous 
Furieu, Miniſter at Rotterdam in Holland, 
entituled, The fulfilling of the Prophecies, or 
the approaching deliverance of the Church; 
that he might make uſe of it to ſtir up the 
Malecontents of this Kingdom to Rehellion, 
The Man was pleas'd with thoſe Prophecies 
taken out of the Revelations, and conceite 
that he was choſen by God to reſtore the 
Reformation in his Country. 

Being fall of this Notion, he gather'd a- 
mong the poor People, a parcel of Boys and 
Girls, pretending that his Wife and he would 
teach them their Catechiſe. When he had 
got all theſe Children, Who knew noting

of the Impoſter's Deſign, into his Cuſtody 
he gave them to underſtand, that God had 
communicated his Spirit to him, with an ab- 
ſolute Power to pour it forth upon the Faith- 
full, and that he was willing to make them 
Prophets and Propheteſſes, but that they 
ought to prepare themſelves for the receiving 
of that rare Gift by repeated Faſting. Thus 
by making them faſt rigidly three or four 
Days in a Week, during a Month, he dry'd 
up their Brain, diſtracted their intelledts, 
and eaſily fll'd them with wild Notions. 
Next he made them learn ſeveral Texts of 
Scripture by Heart, and particularly thoſe 
which ſpeak of Antichriſt, of the downfal 
of his Empire, and of the deliverance of the 
Church. He told them that the Pope was 
Antichrift, that the Catholick Religion was 
his Empire; and that his Reformation was 
the Deliverance of the Church. | 

The better to impoſe upon the People, he 

manag'd their Bodies, and taught them to 
uſe ſuch ſtrange Poſtures, as might move to 
Admiration, He order'd them to turn vio- 


lently round, till being quite giddy they raph i

down. When ſo fallen, he directed them to 
roul their Eyes, to look wild, to work their 
Lips, to drivel, to hold their Breath, to 
heave their Breaſt and Throat, tolie a while 
as it were entranc'd; then on a ſudden to 
ſhake the Head, to clap their Hands, to 
move the Feet, to riſe up, to ſhake all the Bo- 
dy in the nature of Convulſions, to quake, to 
groan, to ſigh, and ſhreik, and at laſt ſtretch-

The Count de Broglio with four Compa- 
nies of Militia and ſome of the Gentry went 
to ſeek out the Incendiaries, who had newly 


burnt 7 Churches and as many Parſonage 


Houſes, but he found them not, for they 
march'd by Night and abſconded by Day. 
Yet the Soldiers loſt not their Labour having 
found a Cave full of Goods, which had 
been Rifled at ſeveral Places. As ſcon as the 
Count was gone, the Fanaticks appeard 
again more numerous in the Diccefles of 
Uſez,, Nimes, and Alais. Nicholas Joiny, 
formerly a Servant to Monſieur de Monile—- 
bourg, gather'd a Party which afterwards 
did much miſchief. In November 1702, the 
Rebellion ran higher than ever; the meet- 
ings grew ſtrong, they ſeiz'd the Tithes and 
other Revenues of the Church ; threw down 
Crofles; feut threatning Letters to ſuch as 
would not take up Arms; ſeizd Convoys ; 
ſearch'd the Counry Houſes for Arms; ex- 
ated Contributions; and piunderd and 
burnt four Churches and their Parfonage 
Heuſes, Theſe Outrages obligd molt of 
the Country People of Gevaadan to retire to 
the Wall 4 Tow ns for Safety. The States of 
the Province then aſſembled, reſolv d to raiſe 
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32 Companies of Fuziliers and 4 Troops ol 
Dragoons, one of which laſt they gave to 
Capt. Poul, who hearing of the Enemies be- 
ing near Bec-Dejeu, march'd thither, and 
put them to flight, Killing 4 and Wound- 
Ing 3. 

5 few Days after this Defeat La Porte 
who er the Party, Reveng'd bim- 
felf on the Conſul of Molezon, whom he 
Murder'd. Capt. Poul having mounted his 
Troop of Dragoons, charg'd the Enemy again 
near Temelag ue with ſuch Fury, thit they 
were immediately Routed, and their Com- 
mander La Porte flying, leap'd off from a 
Rock, and whilſt he ſtood ſtaggering was 
fot Dead. About him were found 60 Pi- 
ſtoles he had taken from the Sieur Gardesz 
when he Murder'd him, as was ſaid above, 
and the Boul of a Chalice, which was his 
drinking Cup. His, and the Heads of 12 
others kill'd, were ſent to the Intendant. 

The Sieur Vidal, Captain of Foot in the 
Regiment of Marſilly, prov'd leſs fortunate 
for attacking a Retrencament of the Rebels, 
at Aa he was forſaken by all his 
Soldiers, and being taken, was offer'd his 
Life, if he would renounce his Religion, vhich 
he refuſing, the Fanatic, fill'd his Mouth, 
Ears, Nofe and Eyes with Gun- Powder and 
ſer fire to it. In December they (till grew 
more outragious, and ſent for Roland to joyn 
them, and take the Command vacant by the 
Death of La Porte, which was a great ac- 
ceſhon to their Strength, being ge 

With 
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with thofe that came out of Languedoc, and 
a new Company rais'd by one Conderc de 
Marel Rozade, a lewd Fellow, who took 
the Name of Ia Fleur, grown odious for his 
Villanies, having among others debauch'd a 
young Maid upon promiſe of Marriage, 
which he afterwards refus'd to perform. He 
had a Brother and Siſter of the ſame ſtamp, 
and the Father and Mother wereno better. 
The Siſter was bred to Prophecy, the elder 
Brother Preach'd, and the younger ſet the 
Plalm when they Sung. This Siſter being 
taken with another young Woman, there 
was no getting a word from them 1n four 
Days, till I threatned they would have 
Couping Glaſſes apply'd to make their Blood 
Circulate, and then they fell on their Knees, 
begging I would intercede for them and they 
would renounce their Follies. S ich was la 
Fleur and his Family, and his firſt Exploit 
was the Murdering the Wife of Peter Geh, 
his near Kinſwoman, then Lying in, with 
the new Born Infant, and another Child of 
Twelve Years of Age. Her Husband eſcap'd 
at the back Door, but his Houſe was burnt, 
and his Siſter had been before Debauclid, as 
was ſaid above, by this ſame J Fleur. This 
done hereturn'd to the reſt of his Company, 
and they burnt three Pariſh Churches with 
the Curates Houſes. Upon this News a 
Company of 50 Men of the Regiment of 
Toxrnon was ſent to ſecure the Town of S. 
G:rmain. In the mean while the Preacher 
Ia Quoite running from place to place to ſtir 


up 
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up the People to Rebellion, was taken and 
{ent Priſoner to the Fort of S. Hippolyte, 
where we will leave him at preſent. 

Abe Biſhops, Magiſtrates and People of 
Mende, diligently repair'd the Fortifications 
of the Place, provided Ammunition, and 
rais'd 8 Companies of 50 Men each among 
themſelves, and one of 150 Peaſants, They 
took all other neceſſary Precautions for their 
Safety, which drew thithcr 18 Curates whole 
Churches and Houſes had been burnt, and 
who were generouſly reliev d by that Prelate. 
The States of the Province ſent a Deputy to 
the King to beg of his Majeſty to take order 
for the ſuppreſſing of the Rebzls, and Mon- 
ſie un Fulie u, being then at Court, was ſent 


at Orange, of a good Family, bred a Prote- 
ſtant and had ferv'd under the Prince of O- 
range and Duke of Savoy, but being ill us'd 
bp the latter, was made a Brigadier in France 
and chang'd his Religion, being afterwards 
prefer'd to be a Major General. Whilſt he 
was coming from Paris, there was a Meeting 
at Aye Vine, near Nimes, where Cavalier

of their Men. Another Party which had 
broke in ata narrow Street or Lane, was al- 
ſo beaten out; but what harm had been done 
them only appear d by the Blood, which they 
left behind. | hey made two other attempts 
by other wars. but with as lv tle ſucceſs as 
the firſt. W hilt Mon/renr Fulien was inform- 
ing himſel: of the potture of Affairs in thoſe 
Parts, ſeveral Troops of the Enemy burnt 
30 Pariſh Churches and the Curates Houſes, 
13 Caſtles and Gentlemen's Houſes, the Ca- 
er net at Pont de Montverd, ant ſeveral 
Fe rms and Murder' many Perſons in cold 
Blood. Theſe Cruelties provokipg thoſe in 
Authority,the Intendant caus'd the Preacher 
Ia Quoite to be broke upon the Wheel, But 
the Sieur de Bonafonx going with an Iudepen- 
dant Compeny to diſperſe a Meeting, there 
ruſh'd out 150 Arm'd Men upon him, at 
whoſe ſight his Men fled, and he being for- 
ſaken was oblig'd to get cf the belt he could 
o Caveyrac. 

The Count de Broglio ſet out from that 
Place on the 12th of January to ſeck the Ca- 
mixards, ſo the Rebels were then vulgarly 
calFd, with only 62 Dragoons, and meet- 
ing a ſtrong Body of them at Mas de 
Gafarel, his Men at the firſt Fire gave way, 
and retir'd a quarter of a League to expect 
two Companies of Fuziliers, which joyn'd 
them not till Night. In this Action Cap- 
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tain Poul and 3 Dragoons were kill'd, and 
ſome others wounded. About the ſame 
time Colonel /1arfily Convoying ſome Pre- 
viſions to Mandajols was let upon by one of 
the Enemies Parties, of whom he kill'd a- 
bout 40, with the loſs of Seven of his Men 
and a Serjeant, and ſav'd his Convoy. Some 
Days before thoſe Rebels had in the ſame 

lace Quarter'd one Man, knock d out the 
. of another, and hang'd a third for 
carrying Bread to the Garrifon at Mandajol is. 
The Day after Captain P»ul was kill'd, the 
Camizards plunder'd a Village near Nimes, 
call'd Poul, where they made a dreadful 
Slaughter, Many other Places had far'd as 
bad, but that three Battallions of Marines, 
two of the Regiment of Hainault, and an 
oldRegiment of Dragoons of Fimarcon,came 
then into the Country ; which Troops with 
the new Regiment the Province of Languedoc 
had then rais'd, made the Enemy remove 
farther off. | 

Nicholas Wing with his Party retir'd to 
Genoxillac, where he burnt the Church and 
ſeveral Houſes. La Fleur ranſack'd. ſome 
Pariſhes for Arms and otherTrifles without 
doing more harm. Roland march'd with 
200 Men to Sawve, where he burnt the 
Church and kill'd a Capucin and two other 
Prieſts. From Sauve, Roland ſent a Chal- 
lenge to the Governour of S. Hippolyt, to 
meet him on the Plain at 5 in the Evening, 
which that Gentleman did, with 200 Men, 
charging the Rebels with ſuch *. 
Y that 
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that he kill'd many, perſu'd the reſt into the 
Woods, and recover d the Booty. Two o- 
ther Parties of thoſe People did no lefs miſ- 
chief under the Command of one S. Jean of 
Boatieres, and the Famous Cavalier, who did 
more harm than any of the reſt. He was a- 
bout Twenty Three Years of Age, the Son 
of a Peaſant, who had ſet him to keep Swine, 
when he was a Boy, and then put him to a 
Baker. Being afterwards proſecuted for ſome 
Religious Matters he went away to Geneva, 
whence he return'd privately to the Sevennes 
and was at all the Meetings ſtirring up the 
People to take Arms. However, S. [can 
having ſerv'd in the Army, he joyn'd and 
at firſt ſubmitted to him. They deſcended 
together into the Plain of Falez, burning 
ſeveral Churches and Houſes, the whole Vil- 
lage of Groupieres and that of Kiviere, in the 
firſt of which they Murder d two Men out- 
right, and put out the Eyes and cut off the 
Tongue of another, whereof he Dy'd two 
Days after. Thence they went to the Ham- 
let of Samſon, and there burnt the Church 
and thirteen Houſes, and kill'd Seven Per- 
ſons, Their Progreſs into the Vivarez was 
ſtopp'd by Monſie ur de Hubats, with ſome 
of the Militia; ſo they turn'd back, and 
ſhutting up ſix Catholicks in the Church of 
la Baftide de Virac, burnt them in it; at 


Vagnas they flew the Curate and two of the 4 


Inhabitants. In ſhort they conſum'd all 

the Churches and Parſonage Houſes to the 

Gates of Uſes with Fire. ,

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In the beginning of February 1703, Mon- 
ſieur de Fauviac, who = to Guard the paſ-

Defeat by the Count de Rowre, march'd im- 1 
mediately with zoo Men of the Regiment of W 
Hainault, and 50 of the Militia, towards 
the Enemy, whom he ſoon diſcover'd, and Im 
charging them furiouſly, after receiving their C 
firſt Fire, broke them, tho they were about g 
f 1000 or 1100 ſtrong. About 150 were kill'd 2 
upon the ſpot ; our Men purſu'd them that I

who Cominanded in chem, being hard . 
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by the Flame and Smoke, ran out into the 
Court with 50 Men, who were all kill'd 
with him. The Licutenant raſh'd out of 
the Houſe with 10 Soldiers that remain'd, 
and Sword in Hand, 5 of them were ſhot 
tiom the Windows, the other 5 got off with 
the Lieutenant. The Camizards Quarter'd 
themſelves upon the Inhabitants, burnt the 
Church and Monaſtery of the Dominicans, 
and making Excurſions there, committed 
all forts of Inbumanities, Murdcring Men, 
Women and Children in a molt barbarous 
manner. | 
The Terror of theſe Cruelties caus'd the 
Catholicks of thoſe Countries to aſſociate, 
to the number of 4, or 500 under the Com- 
mand of the Principal Men of their Pariſhes, 
and burnt ſeveral” Houſes of the Fugonots. 
Monſieur de Marſily hearing of it, joyn'd 
them with 200 of his own Regiment and 
that of Hainault, and marching to Genoxillac, 
drove the Enemy thence to the Mountains, 
killing 25, or 30 of them, and taking 69 
Horfes and Mates. It was hard to purſue 
them in thoſe Faſtneſſes, whereupon the re- 
gular Troops withdrew from Genoxillac, and 
che Camizards immediately repoſſels'd them - 
ielves of it, where they continued 10 or 12 
Days undifturb'd, | 
Daring their ſtay there, the Mareſchal de 
ontrevel came to Niſmes, by the King's 
Order; and at the dame time arriv'd 29, 
vicces of Cannon, Sooo Bullets, 4000 Mul- 
ets, and 50 Thouſand weight of 9 
| 00 
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6co Fowlers of the Mountains of Roufellon, 
commonly call'd Miquelets came at the fame 
time into Languedoc, 250 of them were 
Poſted at & Germain in the upper Sevennes, 
and the reſt in the Plain. All this had no 
influence upon the Camiſards, Roland ieiz'd 
the Poſt of Gevaada i, deltroy'd the Letters, 
but diſmiſsd the Men? when he bad de- 
tain'd them three Days, forbidding them re- 
turning any more upon pain of Death. Soon 
after taking four Muletiers, he hang 'd three 
of them, and ſpar'd the other ſor ſome Bot- 
tles of Wine he had given him. Ca/fonet 
plunder'd FVebron, and burnt the Church 
and Curates Houſe. S. Jean with his Party 
burnt the Church of Gornies, and Murder'd 
the Schoolmaſter. Cavalier burnt the Mo- 
naſtery of Cendras, and 10 or 12 Houles a- 
bout it, where ſeveral Perſons periſh'd, 7 
being Maſſacred in one Houſe, and a Maid 
of about 13 Years of Age, had her Breaſt 
burnt with a red hot Shovel, her Tongue 
torn out, her Fingers firſt, and then her 
Hands cut off; and laſtly, ſhe was thrown 
into the Fire. Going thence he confun'd 
14 Churches more, and ſome Hundreds of 
Houſes with Fire, and flew abundance of 
the Inhabitants. At the ſame time other 
Parties in the Dioceſs of Uſez deltroy'd 12 
other Churches, which oblig'd the Catho- 
lick Peaſants to quit the Country. 
The Mireſchal de Montrevel, to put a 
ſtop to theſe calamities, ſet out from Niſmes 
to ſeek the Cami ſards, whom he found on 
Shrove- 
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Shrove-Tucſday at 4 in the Afternoon, near 
Calmette, where he attack'd them, and at the 
firlt charge flew about 100, the reſt betook 
themſelves to ftight ; but the Dragoons who 
purſu d made a great {laughter : Among the 
reſt they kill'd one of their Prophets, and a 
very handſome Prophetels of about 20 Years 
of Age. 

The next Day prov'd not fo fortunate to 
the Catholicks in Gevaudas, where the Troops 
of Roland and Caſtanet, making 1200 Men, 
met at Terre- Rouge, and marching to Fraiſ- 
met, attack d two Houſes, in which the Men 
defended themſelves to well, that they were 
repuls'd with the loſs of 20 Men. This put 
them into ſuch a rage, that they fir'd all the 
Houtes, and butcher'd at leaſt 60 Women 
and Children, without ſparing two Old 
Men of 90 Years of Age each. wie” 

On the firſt Tharſday in Lent, the Maref- 
chal de Montrevel fell upon the Camiſards at 
Vau-Nage, where 190 were kill'd the firſt 
charge, and the Troops being weary of pur- 
ſuing and killing, took their Ammunition, 
Proviſions, Arms, Biggage and Horſes. 

About the end of February, Mr. de Julien 
hearing, that Foiny and his Party were at 
Genovillac, march'd thither with 150 Mique- 
lets and 300 of the Regular Troops. The 
Enemy durſt not ſtay for him, and he find- 
ing the place abandon'd gave leave to plun- 
der it for 24 Hours. Noxjaret and other 
Hamlets thereabouts had the tame Fate, for 
having cntertain'd the Rebels. Mon ſic ur 7 
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la Fonguiere at the ſame time defeated ano- 
ther Party of the Enemy between Andsze 
and Niſmes, killing $0, and diſperſing the 
reſt into the Woods. They had betore their 
Rout Murder'd the Curate of S. Maiget, with 
13 Ancient Catholicks; burnt 15 Churches 
and Curates Hufes, and cruelly put to 
Dcath ſome other Perſons. 

About the beginning of Marcb the Inten- 
dant caus'd Raſteler, who call'd himſelſ Ma- 
jor General, to be broke upon the Wheel at 
Alzis, He Dy'd a Catholick, and made 
ſome Difcoveries. - Three others were hang'd 
in the fame Town, At the ſame time was 
publiſh'd an Edict, Authoriſing al! Perſons 
to kill the Rebels whereſoever they were 
found, ordering their Houſes to be raz d and 
their Goods to be ſind, and forbidding all 
Perſons to afford them any manner of relief; 
and directing that none ſhould be ſuffer'd to 
Travel without Paſſes. 

The Rebels encourag'd by the fayourable 
reception they found in many places,march'd 
towards Ganges about 1500 ſtrong, and meet- 
ing a Company of Foot on the way conduct- 
ing the Curate of Vigan, cut them all in 
Pieces, not one of them efcaping. At Ganges 
they were receiv'd with great Joy and At- 
fection, and reliev'd with all they wanted. 
Thence their Commander, who call'd him- 
ſelt Count Roland, ſent out Parties that 
burnt abundance of Churches and Houſes, 
and Miſſacred all the Catholicks they met; 
but at Ganges they kill'd none, ſparing them 
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at the Requeſt of the Hagenet Inhabitauts, 
who dreaded leſt their Death might prove 
their utter Ruin. Koland being inform'd 
that the Mareſchal de Mon trevel drew near, 
a left Ganges and dividing his Men into two 
parts, one of them went towards [4 LV aquerie, 
and the other to Pompignan. The Mareſchal 
made a Feint as if he would have gone on 
to Ganges, but about a quarter of a League 
from St. Hippolite, he tent Monſicur de Para 
with a ſtrong Detachment to be ready to 
attack the Enemy upon the firſt Orders, and 
hearing that they had forc d their way into 
Pompignan, tho oppo'sd by the Inhabitants, 
he order d him to encloſe them. Mon ſie ur 
de Para poſted his Foot in a Wood, left the 
Miquelets behind a Hill and march'd with 
the Dragoons through a Defilee, into the 
Plain of Pompignan. The Rebels who were 
drawn out into the Plain, ſeeing the Dra- 
fe Jg advance towards them divided them- 
© | iclves, one Party marching into the Plain, 
and the other making to the Wood for ſhel- 
1. ter. The firſt was cut in pieces by the Dra-

Mott of them that 
apt fed were knock d in the Head, or taken by 
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the Peaſants, of whom four were hang'd at 
Ganges, and one broke upon the Wheel, 
That Town was allo puniſh d by Quartering 
Dragoons there at Diſcretion. 

This loſs nothing abated the Fury of the 
Camiſards, whoſe Parties ſpar d none that 
fell into their Hands. The Sieur de Ar bou- 
ville, Major of the Fort of S. Hippolyte, go- 
ing out with a Guard of 100 Men, tell into 
an Ambuſh of theirs, and only eſcap'd him- 
{elf with two or three more. The Sieur de 
Tarnaut, Colonel of Foot, going with 100 
Men from Ur to Ners, was ſet upon by 
another Party, and tho about 40 of his Sol- 
diers, who were new rais'd foriook him, yet 
he encourag'd the reſt, and they retir'd ſtill 
facing the Euemy, till they came to the 
River Gardoy, which he paſs'd in ſafety, the 
Camiſards not daring to perſue him. It 
would be endlefs to mention all the Mur- 
ders, B 1rnings and Robberies committed by 
theie People, and the inconſiderable Actions 
that paſs d between them and the Kings Par- 
ty, beſides that the Repetition of ſo many 
particulars, altogether alike in Circumſtances 
would but tire the Reader, wherefore we 
ſhall be obliged to paſs over the moſt incon- 
fiderable, and only deliver ſuch things as 
are of fome Note. = 

The Mare ſchal de Montrevell, having ta- 
ken an Oath of Fidelity of the People in 
ſome Places he ſuſpected, publiſh'd an Or- 
der, importing, © That whereas ſeveral of 
the new Converts were found to favour the

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Rebels, he was obliged to put the Prieſts, 
Religious-Men, Ancient Catholicks and 
Churches, under the Cuſtody of the In- 
habitants of Corporations. declaring that 
they ſhould be anſwerable for any harm 
that came to them, and in ſuch caſe burnt 
and deſtroy' d. A Report being ſpread a- 
droad that the Engliſh and Dutch were to 
ake a Detcent at the Port of Cette, to fa- 
our the Rebels, the Mare ſchal repair'd thi- 
her to ſee all things 1n good order for their 
Reception. On the other ſide Monſieur Fu- 
ien was buſie ſeeing the Mareſchals Orders 
crform'd, which directed that the People 
dt thoſe Places that were accus'd of ſupply- 
ng the Camijards, thould carry all their 
zorn to the next Wall'd Towns, ſuck as 
lai zAnduzeand Florac. The Inhabitants 
t Mialet having reſis d to obey, hecarry'd 
way thence 590 Perſons, whom he caus'd 
o be conducted to Addaze and plunder d all 
he Parid i. Thence he went to that of Sau- 
ane, where Rolands and Caftanet's Troops 
y ud refreſhd themiclves for ſome days, with- 
s Put any Notice given by the Inhabitants. 
e Hie found not the Enemy there, but took 300 
- the Pariſhioners, loaded 55 Mules he had 
is Bvith their beſt Goods, and burnt their Houſes 
vith all the reſt.

The Enemy attack'd him on all ſides, 
and having receiv d the firſt Fire which 
killd 3 Men and wounded an Officer, he 
charg'd them with the Bayonets in their 
Pieces fo vigorouſly that they fled with the 
loſs of 20 Men, and he went on to S. Jean 
de Gardonenque without any farther Molelin« re 
tion. Caſtanet lolt his Horſe and Piſtols 1n W's 
this Action, and his Lieutenant Roſe was (WS 
dangerouſly wounded, All the Priſoners Har 
taken in the Pariſhes abovemention'd were 
{nt to the Priſons of Roafſillon, The Mare- ſn 
ſchal de Montrevell did the like with the i. 
People of Van-Nage, carrying away whole Wo 
Villages that had ſupply'd the Rebels. The 
Villages of S. Fulien 4 Arpaon and Caſſagros 
in the upper Sevennes, being guilty of the 
fame Offence, were only Plunder d. Mon- Ine 
ſieur de Marſily, Colonel of Foot, was em- 
ploy'd on this Expedition, and returning ſha 
with about 400 Men of his Regiment, was

Betore I conciude this firtt Book, I would

bernacles, Altars, Railes, Seats, Pictures, 
Pulpits, Confeſſion-Seats, and all  fuch 
things as were Combuſtible; and as for 
the Veltments, they carry'd away more than 
they burnt.

That 
the Hugonots of thoſe Places, where any 
Havock was made, joyn'd with the Rebels, 
were their Guides and ſhew'd them the 
Houſes and Perſons of the Catholicks, being 
Mask d. or their Faces daub'd, that they 
might not be known.

© Wencheg diſguis d in Men's Aparel, who 
c imitated 
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© imitated the Fanaticks of Scotland, but e 
© yen whole Troops of Mad People, wht 
preſum d to boaſt of Inſpirations from tl 
* Holy Ghoſt, and yet ran about with Fire 
© and Sword, to Revenge themſelves o 
* thoſe they reckon'd their Enemies, who 
© they Murder'd dead aſleep, and burnt theit 
* Houſes. That what moſt troubled them 
vas that they not only Tolerated thoſe 
Women who imitated the Bacchanals, and 
© thoſe Mad Perſons, but that they Abettec 
them, rejoyced in their Crimes, and glo- 
*ryd in their Villanies, whereas they 
* ought to bewail them, and pronounce 
Anathema againſt thoſe who Prophane He 
ly Things by their Fictions, and tho 
* who commit ſuch Barbarities, and diſho- 
nour the Religion they profeſs. That they 
© own'l the Perſecutions they had endur'd 
did make them deſperate, but they ough 
© to remember they were Chriſtians, and 
© leave Revenge to God, who ſaid it be- 
© long'd to him. That in Perſecution it 
vas only permitted them to fly, and they 
* ought to bear Charity towards their Neigh 
* bours, and even towards their Enemies, 
* and it was not lawful to repel force b 
© force, and to rebel againſt thoſe Power 
God had plac'd over them, but ought to 
© ſuffer all hardſhips impos'd on them by 
* their Order, {till continuing faithful and 
* fubmiſſive to them. Not that they muſt o- 
bey in things unlaw ful, but that it was not 
Jultifiable to reſiſt in matters that E rn 
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Government, for that Chriſt came to e- 


ſtabliſn a Religion, but not to erect an 
Empire. That it might be lawful for 
them to have private Meetings in their 
Houſes, of their Families, Friends and Kin- 
dred, without Noiſe or Tumult, as the 
primitive Chriſtians had; but that when 
they were forbid the publick Exerciſe of 
their Religion, they were oblig d to ſub- 
mit to that Puniſhment of their Sins, and 
to riſe in Arms againſt their Sovereign, 
would be oppoſiag of the Will of God. 
That they were very far from following 


the Example ot eſus Chriſt, being Wicked 
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Incendiaries, Cruel Murderers, Men of 
Blood, Women blinded by the Devil of 
Pride and the Tongue of Malice, and act- 
ed againſt the Spirit that ought to animate 
them, whilſt contrary to the Rules of 
Charity, they carry'd Fire and Sword to 
their Enemies Houſes, and even to thoſe 
who had neuer offended them, and knew 
not what Spirit they were of, whillt they 
juitify'd ſuch horrid Practices and gave 
ſuch Scandal. That perhaps they 1magin'd 
that thoſe who burnt Churches and Mur- 
der'd Prietts in cold Blood, deltroy'd Ido- 
latry, and therefore they expected their de- 
liverance; but were Blind in that they 
did not conſider it was never lawful to 
do Ill that Good might come of it. In 
fine, they adviſe them to be ſtedfaft in 
their Religion, but not to have any thing 
to

BOOK II. 


HE Mare ſchal de Montrevel, and the 
Intendant Monſieur de Baſville kept 


1 their Reſidence at Alais, during 


the Month of Func, becauſe the Camiſards 
after their Defeat diſpers'd in ſmall Parties, 
Thoſe Commanded by Roland and Foyny 
skulk'd about from place to place, for fear 
of the King's Troops, refreſhing themſelves 
and holding their Meetings 1n thoſe Pariſhes 
where no Soldiers were, and taking up the 
Tithes, which they (aid belong'd to them 
for performing Divine Service, and Admi- 
niſtring the Sacraments, A Deſerter taken 
ſome time before this, being put upon the 
Rack, confeſs d that he had ferv'd among 
the Rebels, who he ſaid receiv d greater ſup- 
Plies from S. Ceſaire, a Village three quar= 
ters of a League from Ni/mes, than from 
any other place, for which Reaſon the 

lace was phunder'd, and the Inhabitants 
ent away, At the ſame time the Rebels 
rang'd about more like Robbers than Sol- 


diers, 
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diers appearing on the High-Ways and in 
the Fields, where they Murder d the Pat- 
ſengers, and Por Labouring Coun'ry Peo- 
ple ſor no ocher reaſon but becauſe they 
were Catholicks. They were ſo narrowly 
obſerv d that at length the Regiment of 14 
Fare met with Roland and his Gan, be- 
tween Mialet and S. Sebaſtian in the D:oceſs 
of Alais, kill'd 72 of his Men, and took 
viral Priſoners, among whom was a 
Lieutenant, who call'd himſelf Sans-quar- 
tier, or no Quarter, who Dy'd of his Wounds 
at Alais, after being Converted. Vet th's 
loſs did not ſo much Mo:tifie the Camiſards 
as the Condemnation of Afonfirur Pelet, 
Lord of Salgas and other Places, one of the 
moſt zealous Fanaticks in the Dioceſs of 
Aeude., He wis a Gen lemon of Note and 
Worth about 6050 Livies a Year, his 
Wife was fled to Geneva, and he did all he 
coul1 tod iguize his Wicke! Deſigns. How- 
ever he was now Convicted by the Tefſti- 
m-ny of ſeveral Witne"e:, of favouring the 
Rebel“, of having een at their Mee-ing?, 
of approving thei” U dertakinge, and being 
con-ein'd in the Maſlicre of the Inhab!- 
tants of Fraiſſinet. For theſe Crimes he 
was degraded from benz a Gen leman, 
ſent to the Galliez for Life, his Eſtate Con- 

fiſcated, and bis Calil:s of Rouſſe sand Salgas 
raz d. Monſieur de Viala cf Barre, a new 
Convert, being acculied of the ſame Crimes 
as Monſieur Salgas, clear d himſelf and was 
Honourably Acquitted. But the Sieur Au- 
eL, 
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rex, Maire of Vebron, being Convicted of 
Zealouſly favouring the Fanaticks, and his 
Families relarting to their Meetings was 
ſent to the Gallics for three Years. Tle 
Sreur de la Saigne, of Pompidou, a crafty 
Perſon who always ſided with the ſtrongeſt, 
was ban'ſh'd to Moulins in Bourbonnoit, for 
tavour ng the Rebels, his great Age exempt- 
ing him from ſeverer Puniſhment. The 
Sieurs des Bonels and de la Rede, Couſin Ger- 
mins, of the Pariſh of Aumeſſas n ar Vigan 
were 109 guilty to find the lealt favour, = 
y ng been abroad at Night with the Cami - 
ſards, burning of Churches and committing 
other Violences, but being taken by the 
Country People, as they were going to Fire 
the Churches of Boſc and Campeſtre, they 
were both beheaded at Niſmes, +» 
Theſe Executions made ſeveral of the 
Rebels in the upper Sewennes, return to 
their Houles, yet leaving their Arms be- 
hind them; but on the contrary they ſo 
far provoked thoſe of Languedoc, that they 
{et Fire to the Corn belongins to the Bene- 
dictines of Triviers, and to the. Cb rches of 
Layrac, Baſignar guet, Fontanetz and Man- 
miral, Another Party of them falling into 
a Farm belonging to the Bernardine Nuns 
of Bagnols, and finding Thirty Harveft 
Men at Work there, Murder ed 14, the reſt 
making their efcape, tho ſeveral wete 
Wounded. As they {aſhed our the Brains 
of ſome that ey not quite Dead, thoſe 
Godly People cryed out, Eternal God, give

1, ſtrength to deſtroy theſe Idolaters. This 
done they retired into the Woods, but Mare ſ. 
ehal de Montrevel being informed that moſt 
of the Marderers were of the Town of Luſſan 
ſeized 40 of them, and gave the Plun ler of 
their Houſes to his Dragoons. The Cami- 
ſerds had lately killed the Bailiff of Taraux, 
with three of the Inhabitants and ſpreal 
their Terror ſo far that the People hid their 
beſt effects, the Gatherers durit not receive 
the Tithe, nor had any Courage enough to 
{leep at Night. The Villages on the Road 
between Niſmes and Avignon were in the 
ſame condition, a Party of thoſe Rebels 
having ſlaughtered three Tradeſmen half a 
League from Gardon, 

In Jury 1703, the King being informed 
of the obſtinacy of thoſe Rebel, which was 
ſupported by the reſt of their Party, and 
having ſufficient cauſe to ſuſpect the Inha- 
bitants of the Principality of Orange, or- 
dered that they ſhould either turn Catho- 
licks or depart the Kingdom, giving-the n 
three Months to order their Affairs and ſell 
their Eſtates and Paſſes to Vice or Geneva, 
Many of them choſe? to depart, and at the 
ſame time a Catholi.k Garr'fon was put into 
the Town, the Parliament of the Principa- 
lity was abolſhed, and all the Law Suits 
remove to that of Provence. At the ſame 
time the Court received advice, that be- 
tween 20 and 30 Olhcers were to go out of 
England an] Holla1 *nto Languedoc to com- 
mand the Rebels, where upon ſtrict Orders 
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were given to obſerve all the ways for ſciz-

A Report being ſpread abroad that the 
Mare ſchal de Montrevel intended to employ 
7 or Sooo of the Kings Forces at onc 1 
tearching all the Quarters of the Fauaticks, 
Caltanet's and Foyny's Parties jovned and 
withdrew into the Foreſt of Faux de: Armes, 
where they burnt” the Sieur Teales Houle.

it his Life were ſpared, to diſcouer where 
the Camiſards were. He led the Count in- 
to a Wood, where they skulked. but only 
three were kill'd, tae reſt eſcaping by flight. 

The delay of the general Search before 
mentioned, gave the Rebels of the upper Se- 
vennes leiſure to commit many outrages, 
killing all they met in ſeveral places. Foiny 
went to Genoxillac, which place had ingag d 
to defend it ſelf, and therefore to diſguize 
their Connivance, by their Conſent he k11l'd 
one of their Sentinels, who was an old Ca- 
tholick and carry'd away the other, being a 
H«20nnt, into the Foreſt of Faux des Armes. 
When he was gone, the Conſuls lily gave 
an Account of what Foiny had done = the 

Ollie 
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Commandant of the ſix Companies that 
were at Ville-Fort, who ſent out after him, 
but too late. Foiny came again upon a 
Market Day, without any Company, to 
Genouvillac, The Sentinel at the Gate, tho 
he ſaw him, looking another way, as he 
told a Friend of his. The Commander at 
Viile- Fort ſeized the Sentinel, and would 
have executed him, but that he ſent word, 
if he were ſpared, he would put into his 
Handsas good a Prize as Foiny, which be- 
Ing granted, he thew'd him a Cave, where 
a Gunſmith was at work for the Rebels; 
ſo the Workman and his Work were taken, 
Join) went a third time to Genouillac with 
en Men, where he ſeized the Sieur Verui ſſac, 
threatning to kill him; but at laſt ſpared 
him, in conſideration that his Son was a- 

mong the Camiſards. 
Ihe Chevalier de S. Chate, the only Ca- 
tholick, as has been ſaid beſore, that was in 
the Rebellion, aſnam'd of what he had done, 
withdrew himſelf from their Company, and 
ſent to beg Pardon of the Mare ſchal de Min- 
trevel, who refus'd to ſee him; but conni- 
ved at ſeveral (mall expeditions he under- 
took againſt the Cami ſards, at the Head of 
ſome Catholick Voluntiers, ſo that moſt of 
the Hugonots believed he had been only as a 
Spy among the Rebels to obſerve their Mo- 
tions, their Friends, and their Places of 
Retreat. The Mare ſehal de Montrevel being 
now convinced that the Inhabitants of Ge- 
nouillac ſided with the Rebels, tent thaſes 4 
Zar- 
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Garriſon of 6 Companies. Fojny finding his 
Meaſures broke by this means, and himſelt 
much weakened by his Loſs at S. Sebaſlian, 
had thoughts of getting out of theſe 4jthcul- 
ties, ſending to defire a Paſs of the New 
Commandant who had then no Power to 
give it, and the Mare ſc hal had no Will. 

Roland was in no better condition being 
ſtreighrned in the Plain, and therefore he 
went away to the upper Sevennes with his 
Troop, now reduced to 3 or 400 Men. In 
his way to joyn Caſtanet, on the Hill of A- 

oal, he fired the Houſe called Terre-Rouge. 

he Mareſchal took care to ſecure the Roads 
from Lyons and Montpelier to Beaucare, that 
the Fair might not be hindred. At the ſame 
time Mon ſie ur de Fulien plundered the Vil- 
lages of Maſmin and Tro ubat, for harbour- 
ing the Rebels, and ſent a Garriſon to Caſta- 
guols to live at diſcretion. The Camiſards 
hearing that 3 or 4 Companies were to be 
poſted at Ole de D:ze, burnt four Gentle- 
mens Houlcs there. 

In Aug at 1703, being got together 600 
ſtrong, they burnt three Houſes near the 
Lozere, where a mighty Fair for Cattle us'd 
to be kept. A Garriſon of Miquelets had 
been placed there, who taking offence at 
this Name, were called 1:gnons, that is, 
Favourites, from the great eſteem Monſieur 
Fulien had for them; but the Day the 
Houſes were fired they were gone to. Pont 
de Montvera. The Camiſards in Languedoc 
hauing Notice that an Officer of the Kings 

| | was 
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was going with a Convoy of 15 Men from 
S. Jean de Gardonenque to Alais, laid an 
Ambuſh in the way, where they killed ſix 
and wounded two of them. Another Par- 
ty of them in Gevaudan lay in Ambuſh at 
Font- Morte, and Firing upon 30 Puziliers 
that guarded a Meſſenger ſent by Monſie ur de 
Julien, killed 5 of them and wounded o- 
thers, the reſt eſcaping into a Wood, 

The next Day after this Defeat two Ca- 
tholick Parties, the one of Afiquelets, the o- 


| ther of Grenadiers, and 100 other Men of 


the Regiment of Taran, meeting on S. Pe- 
ters Hill, before it was well day, and tak- 
ing one another for Rebels, fired on both 
ſides, by which miſtake ſix were killed and 
ſeveral wounded. At laſt the Commander 
of the Miquelets, cauſing his Horn to be 
wound, which ſerves them inſtead of a 
Drum, the two Parties knew one another; 
and were much concerned at their miſtake. 
 Caſtanet and ſeveral of his Followers be- 
ing legally outlaw'd and executed in Effigie 
at Mende, were the more inraged at it, and 
in Revenge burnt the Church of S. Victor 
near Barjac. Another Chief of the Cami- 
ſards ſent a Captain who Commanded at 
Vic, a Challenge to meet him with 20 Men, 
romiſing to bring no more himſel*, but 
ſely encompaſſed him with a much great- 
er Force, where the ſaid Captain was killed 
with ſeveral of his Men. Eis Lieutenant 
retiring into a Cottage, defended himſelf fo 
well, that the Enemy left hum and went a- 
way 
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way Feſtric, for fear the Alarm ſhould 
übe taken by others of the Kings Troops, 
x} polted in the Country. The Lieutenant 
'-Moblerving there was a great quantity of 

Bread in the Cottage, and being convin- 
ced it was deſigned for the Rebels, killed 
the Man of the Houſe and his Wife, and 
the Mareſchal de Montrevel being informed 
of the whole Action, cauſed Vic and Ve- 
ric to be plundered for the falſnood of the 
Inhabitants. 


In the upper Sevenxes, a Detachment of 
16 Men of the Garriſon of Barre falling in- 
to an Ambuſh, Fired firſt upon the Enemy, 
th one of whoſe Officers being killed, the reſt 
1d I of the Gang fled. Another Party of the 
er Rebels took Madamoiſelle de Meyrieres, as ſhe.

er; Meetings for four or five Hours, where one

nd his Part, cryed out, That the Holy Gho

en, N which ſhe was diſmiſſed. | 
The Mare ſebal de Montrevel publiſhed an 
Order by which he laid a Fine of 20000 Li- 
vres on the Inhabitants of any Pariſh that 
ſhould ſuffer the Camiſards to commit any 
outrage within their Precints. Notwith- 
ſtanding this prudent Precaution, the — 
| 8 
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bels in the Dioceſs of Uſex, Murdered the 
Prior of Senillac, and the Curate of Serviex, 
and burnt their Churches and Houſes, as 
alſo the firſt of thoſe Villages. Two Ex- 
preſſes ſent by the Abbot of Poncet to give 
the Mareſchal an account of thoſe Actions, 
fell into the hands of the Fanaticks, and 
were killed. The Mareſchal to haſten the 
Deſtruction of thoſe People, poſted his 
Troops in ſeveral Quarters, and yet a Gang 
of them burnt the Cal'le of Lioar, and a- 
nother knock'd out the Brains of an Anci— 
ent Catholick as he wos bindvig Corn in 
the Field. This Murder having rouzed 
Mn ſieur de S. Croix to look out tor the Fa- 
naticks, ſome of his Men took the two 
Siſters of Barre coming from a Meeting. 
Mon ſieur de Barre, their Bother, hearing 
them accuſed before the Conimander, was 
much concerned, and to juſtifie his own 
Conduct, went away to live with the Bi- 
ſhop of Lodeve, who had givena good Cha- 
racer of him, as he deſerved. 

About this time a Commiſlary having 
been guarded from S. Hypolite to Durfort, 
by a Detachment of 70 Men, ſent them back 
to their Garriſon. They in their return 
halted about half an Hour on a little Bridge 
in a Bottom, that is Woody and encloſed 
with Rocks and Hills. When they were 


about to March, they perceived they were 


beſet by above 800 Foot and 80 Horſe, and 
that there was only a ſmall ſteep Rock for 
them to make their eſcape by. That way | 
they 
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they endeavourcd to get off, but fell into 

the Hands of 200 Camiſards, who lay in 
Ambuſh for them at the top; ſo that being 

attacked in Front and Rear, they did things 

11:credible to defend themſelves. Having 

as it were, intrenched themſelves among 

he Rocks, they Fired upon the Fnemy for 
qout two Hours, as was reported by fome 
dhepherds that were on the Eminences and 
aw the Action. In this manner they flew 
bout 150 ot thoſe Outlaws, one of their 
zommanders, called S. Paul, and two of 
heir Horſes ; but their Ammunition being 
it laſt ſpent, they periſhed by the Fire of 
hat great Multitude. Yet they firſt came 
o Handiltrokes, for ſeveral bits of Cravats 
nd parcels of Hair, with the Fleſh ſticking 
o them, were found in the Field of Battel. 
ot a Man eſcaped this Difaſter, but one 
crgeant, who was not in the Action, ha- 
ing ſtayed behind to Eat Grapes in a Vine- 
ard, whence he fled to S. Hypolite. This 
vas ſo conſiderable a Loſs, that Cavalier, 
Ihe Commander of thoſe Fanaticks, had the 
„ i pudence after it to ſend a Challenge to 
Kc Ihe Governour of S. Hypolite, to come out 
a Wt bis Fort to Fight ; but he having a weak 
e 
d 


arriſon at that time, thought not fit to 
ccept-of it. . 

Monſieur de Julien, being informed of 
us Diſaſter, ſet out at Nine in the Even- 
ng, with two Troops of Dragoons and a- 
out 800 Men of the Regiments of Hainault, 
nd Fare, and Marched to the place, where 


the 


he broke their Meaſures, they having re- 


with 50 Men, marched thither with 250 
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the Slanghter had been, and found all the 
Soldiers killed about their Officers. Thence 
he marched to ſeveral places, ſpending two 
Days and two Nights without meeting the 
Enemy, who were retired to the Plain to- 
wards Ledignan, after burning a Caſtle and 
a Farm in their Way, Thus Mon ſieur de 
Julien retired to S. Hypolite to refreſh his 
Men, commending the Governour there, for 
having refuſed the Challenge we ſpoke of 
above, ſent him by the Rebels. | 

The Colonel ot the Regiment of Cordes, 
Commanded at Meyrueis, where being told 
that the Camiſards were forcing the Barrier, 
at one of the two Gates, he thought beſt to if 
expect them where he was; by which means 


ſolved to poſſeſs themſelves of that Town, 
by the other Gate, there being abundance 
of New Converts in the place, whilſt the 
Garriſon went out to repulſe thoſe who 
made the falſe attack. By this means he 
ſecured the place which was of the great- 
eſt importance, as being the Bulwark of 
the Frontiers of Languedoc. 

What Advantages ſoever the Rebels had 
over us in the Plain in August, our Men 
made amends for in the upper Sevenne, in 
September, The Sieur de Palmerolle, who 
Commanded at Pont de Montvera, having 
obtained leave of Me nſieur de Julien to go 
himſelf or to ſend Parties abroad, upon Ad- 
vice, that Solomon Conderc was at Peyre-Fort,

Fuziliers and fell upon thoſe Rebels about 
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ix in the Evening, ſo ſucceſsfully that not 
above 7 or 8 of them eſcaped, Solomon Cour 
erc crept up the Rocks into a Wood of 
beſnut Trees, leaving his Mule, his Bible 
nd his Papers behind; but the Commander 
f that Party was taken, who diſcover'd 
evcral Matters of Conſequence to the Pub- 
ick, for which he had the favour to be ſhot 
o Death inſtead of being broke upon the 
"heel, his Name was Andrew Nognuier. 
lomon Couderc had given him the Command 
of that Troop, baving declar'd in a Meet- 
ng Houſe, that the Holy Ghoſt told him, 
he mult not be both a Prophet and Com- 
mander, * 

At the ſame time the Court of Gevaudan 

ondemn'd four to be broke upon the 

heel, 12 to the Gallies, and 3 young Wo- 
men and a Man to be baniſh'd. The Judges 
at Niſmes hang'd ſome, burnt two of the 
rophanelt, and broke on the Wheel four of 
he Bloodieſt. The Intendant's Subdelegate

edition and Enthuſiaſm. Monſier de S. Chate 
he only Catholick, we ſaid before, that 
had been among the Rebels, and leſt them, 
to make amends for his Crime, went cut 
with a Party of Voluntiers, and being ac- 
quainted with the lurking places of the Ca- 
mi ſards took 16 of them, who were ſent 
Priſoners to Niſmes. The Mareſchal de 
Montrevel carry d away many ot the Inha- 


Ml bitants of Sauſer, * entir:'y diſpeople l 
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leveral Parithes that hal offended, and or- 
der d the Militia to be ready, and Proviſi— 
ons to be laid up, and abundance of Tools 
to be provided for the following Deſtruction 

that was order'd from Court, 
Neither theſe Examples nor Preparations 
deterr'd the Rebels from proceeding in their 
Cruelties, they Murder'd a Muletier near 
the Lozere ; Robb'd a Merchant on the Road 
to Alais ; killd two Catholicks on the way 
to Ribaute ; Plunder'd the Village of Pin, 
where the Vitriol taken out of a Mine is pre- 
par'd ; Burnt the Churches of Cendras and 
Poteliers, with a Farm and the ſaid Village, 
where 18 Perſons periſh'd by Fire; clove 
the Skulls of 13 of the Inbabitants with 
Hatchets; and kill'd others with Pickaxes, 
ſome with Spears, and ſome with their Ba- 
yonets, without ſpiring two old Men, the 
one of 75, the other of 90 Years of Age, 
nor four {mall Children. The Bloodieſt of 
theſe Murderers was one Boileau, who with 
his own Hand butcher'd 11 1n the Church 
and 9 in the Houſes, with a Hatchet, be- 
ſides 8 he Mortally Wounded, who were 
carry'd to Rivieres. Another Party ſet Fire 
to a Farm near Calmette, and Butcher'd the 
Farmers Father and Shepherd. Others of 
them burnt a Farm a League and a half from 
Alais; Robb'd the People that came from 
the Fair at Vigan; and burnt two rich 
Farms belonging to the Siears de Tournac and 
de 1a Sale, ſo that nothing was more fre- 

quent than the News of ſuch Enormities 
committed. Ad- 
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Advice being brought from Court, Tit 
the King was 1nform'd there were four Per- 
ſon; delign'd to come into France from a- 
broad, in order to joyn the Rebels, the 
Aareſchal de Montrevel, the Intendant, 
and others in Command ſent their Orders 
to all Parts for examining ſtrictly all Paſſen- 
gers, whereupon in the Town of S. Eſprit, 
tour were ſecur'd upon ſuſpicion an i car- 
ried to Alais, where being brought to Tryal, 
two of them were di{nnts'd, and the other 
two Condemn'd to Death. One of thetz 
had his Life given him, in conſideration of 
the Diſcoveries he made. The other being 


convicted of coming by Order of the Dutch, 


to encourage the Rebels with Promiſes of a 
Deſcent to be made in Languedoc, was broke 
upon the Wheel, but being firlt put upon 
the Rack, his Depoſitions and ſome Letters 
found about him, gave ſufficient cauſe for 
ſecuring the Marquis de Rochegude, whoſe 
Father and Brother had left the Kingdom 
on account of Religion. The Mareſeha! 
teat him away Priſoner to the Caſtle of 
S. Hypolite. 

The taking of theſe two Traitors made 
thoſe in Command hold a Council at Alars, 
to provide againſt unexpected Accidents , 
where it was reſolv'd, That the Aareſchal, 
the Intendant and others, with the belt ot 
the regular Troops, and 2300 of the Militts 
of Gevaudan, ſhould go into the upper $-- 
vennes, with Proviſions for the Subfiftanice 
of their Men, and there utterly deficoy all 
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the Villages, Hamlets and Farms, cxcept- 
ing only ſuch places as were reſerv'd tor 
the ſecurity of thoſe who would ſeparate 
themſelves from among the Rebels in Arms, 
In order to it, the Mareſchal publiſh'd an 
Ordinance to diſtinguiſh the Innocent from 
the Guilty, and fccure their Effects, the 
Subſtance of it was, That the King having 
order'd the Pariſhes after nam d to be 
* diſpeopled,to the end they might not ſup- 
port the Rebels, his Majeſty was willing to 
provide for their Subſiſtance, by directing 
what they were to do, viz. That the In- 
habitants of the ſaid Pariſhes ſhould re- 
pair to the Places after nam'd, with their 
N Sattel and all Moveables they could car- 
© ry, there to receive his Orders. That in 
* caſe cf Diſobedience their Goods ſhould 
be taken by the Troops appointed to de- 
* ſtroy their Houſes. And to the end the 
* ſaid Inhabitants perform what is enjoyn'd 
them, all other Corporations are forbid 
© entertaining of them upon pain of For- 
© feiture of Goods, haying their Houſes 
© r2z'd, and being treated as Rebels. 

After this follows a paqticular of all the 
Pariſh:s to be raz'd, and the places the 
Inhabitants are to repair to, Dated at Als 
the 14th of September, 1793. The People 
of the upper Sevennes were aſtoniſh d at 
this Ordinance, Many in all the Pariſhes 
readily obey'd ; others ſtay'd, hopt':s the 
thing would prove impracticable. The Fa- 
n:ticks delpairing of Pardon, retclv'd rather 
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th Dye in the Field, or on the Wheet or 
Gallows, fo that inſtead of coming in, they 
diſpers'd themſelyes about, and burnt abu - 
dance of Houſes. The Mareſchal de Mon- 
trevel ſent out a ſtrong Detachment, which 
took 18 of them in ſome Farm-Houſes and 
conducted them to Alais. In return the 
Camiſards {laughicr'd 29 Catholicks at an! 
about Zarnac, and 11 at Maillac. 400 of 
them, of which number between 30 and 40 
were mounted on Horſes or Mules, croſſin 
the River Videurle divided themſelves into 
three Bodies. One of them plunder'd and 
burnt the Caſtle Church and Houſes of 
S. Ceriez, and Maſlacred 11 Perſons. Anc- 
ther enter'd Sat rarguet, where there were 
about 60 Catholick Families, cry ing, Kill, 
Kill, Blood, Fire, Slaughter, and accord- 
ingly Butcher'd 71 Perſons, viz. 30 Chil- 
dren, 15 Men and 37 Women, 6 of which 
being with Child, had their Bellies ripp'a. 
open,and their Breaſts cut off with Hatchets. 
This done, they fir d the Village on all ſides, 
except the Church, which the Prior with 5 
of the Pariſhioners defended ſo wel! that 
they ſav'd themſelves and it. The Biſhep 
of Montpellier took care to relieve ſuch of 
the Tnhal:j:ants of the aforeſaid Villages a 
had eſcap'd giving a conſiderab le Sum o 
Mony, to ſet an example, and ordrring ſome 
z:alous Churchmen to beg for them. The 
Clergy imitated their Prelate, abundance of 
Charitable People did the like, inſomuch, 
that a poor Servant Wench being ask d. and 
E 3 having 
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having nothing elſe, gave a Gold Ring ſhe 
wore on her Finger, However this diſmal 
Spectacle ruck ſuch Terror into the Peaſants 
that many of them ſent their Wircs and 
Ciniò ren to Montpellier tor Safety. 

After this inhuman Action, the ſame 
Gang burnt Churches and one Man in one 
of them, as alſo the two entire Villages 
Of Beartoting and Ureneracy heſides two Farm 
Monuics, in which they kill d ten or twelve 
QCaiholicks, Twenty of them parting from 
che relt, went to viſit Monſieur de Caſtellane, 
a Knight of Malta, who entertain d them 
handtomly, upon promiſe that they would 
do him no harm, and having Eaten and 
Drauk they went away, but ſoon return'd, 
and finding him a Horſeback ſhot him, 
kilfd his Footman, plunder'd the Houſe, 
and then ſet Fire to it. Thence they went 
to Andarades, where they Murder'd 10 or 
12 S:1yvants belonging to the Sieur Culet and 
burit his Houſe and Hay, The ſame day 
at Silvereal they Murder'd the Siear Charbo- 
wien, a Kinſman of Is and ten of their Ser. 
yanis, took 16 Draught Horſes and -fir'd 
the Cottages and the Otitce of the Farmers 
ot Sale. They carry d on the Work they 
had begun, firing above 20 other Farms, 
and 1t was computed that they flaughter'd 
above. 1co People between the Towns of 
S. Giles and Ayg ues Mortes. 

The Mare ſchal de Montrevel being in- 
form'd that Cavalier had made this Deſola- 
tion, order'd his Father and Brother = 

taken 
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taken up and impriſom d, the Villages of 
Monte xe and Marionblet, which entertain'd 
him tobe deſtroy'd, and one Garde du Pail- 
leyras, a Woman that kept a Shop at Hat, 
to be ſecur d, becauſe ſhe made Gatherings 
tor the Rebels, and carry'd what ſhe got to 
them under the colour of going to Fairs 2114 
Markets, The Camiſards revengd tlus loss 
on four Cat holicks they took on the Road 
of Alair, whom they carry'd into a Wood, 
where they ſung Pſalms all that Night, and 
the next Evening Murder'd them. A fifth 
taken with the feſt, flipt from them and 
hid himſelt in a Ditch up to the Neck in 
Water, and in the Night got oft fafe to 
Al ic, where he told what had happen'd 
and how the Camiſards far'd well, being 
pl-ntifully ſupply'd from the adjacent pla- 
cee, es he had ſeen. J 
Roland, one of their Chicfs, had the im- 
prudence to ſend a Letter to the Town of 
F. Germain, telling them the Holy Ghoſt 
had inſpir'd him and his Brother Cavalier 
to come and burn Babylon, the Seminary 
and ſeveral Houſes, and challenging tlie 
Garriſon to come out and fight them. In 
another Letter to the Town ot S. Andre de 
Valborne, he forbid the Prieſt's ſaying Maſs, 
or Preaching, ordering, them to be gone in 
three Days, or he would come and burn 
them in their Churches, In theſe Letters 
he ſtil'd himſelf Count Rol and, General of 
the Proteſtant Troops in France, but neither 
came to make good his Challenge, nor to 
E 4 execute 
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execute his Threats ; for none ot thoſe HeadyWhvh 
of the Rebels durlt ever encounter the KingsWn, 
Troops upon equal terms, all their Exploit 
being by r Robbers and Aſſaſſins 
So a Gang of them in the Night enter'd the 
Village of Villetelle, kill'd 20 Perſons and 
burnt ſeveral Houſes. Another Band at: 
tempted S. Fcan de Serre, but was v igoroul 
ly repulſ d by the Inhabitants who are al-Wc: 
o ſt all of them Ancient Catholicks, Thence 
they went and burnt the Church of Ledig: 
nan and the Houſe of one Baiſſon. 

Theſe Barbarities oblig'd the Afar eſchal 
de Mintrevel to haſten the Execution of the 
Project for extirpating the Rebels, by taking 
away their means of ſubſiſting. Acccr ingly 
he publith'd an Ordinance, commanding 
all the Ancient Catholicks in the open 
Country to retire into Garriſon Towns,where 
they ſhould be Quarter'd. like Soldiers, and 
have ſiye Sols a Day allow'd them The 
Inhabitants of S. Florent, of Rouſſon, of Se- 
ne ſchas and of ſome other places, were al- 
low'd to Arm and defend their own Lande, 
Another Edict was ſet forth enjoyning the 
new Converts of Languedoc. to retire to 
their Habitations within 8 Days, and not 
to ſtir from thence without Paſſes, upon any 
account whatſocyer, under pain of being 
ſent to the Gallies. An exact account of 
all new Converts was taken in every Pariſh, 
to find out which of them-were abſent. The 
Gentlemen newly Converted were acquaint- 
-cd, that the King gave them leave to hole 
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arhat Catholick Town they pleas'd to live 
n, where his Majeſty would ſubſiſt them, 
f they wanted, as he would all other new 
>onverts, who had continu'd Loyal, by 
diſtributing among them the Eſtates of thoſe 


dr ho had been puniſh'd for their Rebellion. 
tl bs Severity iaſtead of abating the Fury of 
ae Fanaticks, onle mad: them change the

Dioceis, had burnt 3 Churches, ſeveral 
Farms, and Murder'd abundance of Peo- 
ple. Beſides two Dutch Ships had been feen 
off of the Coalt, which much reyoyc'd the 
Hazonots, who always fed themſelves on 
Imaginary Hopes. Theſe things oblig'd the 
M. reſchal to leave what he had in Hand to 
provide for the Safety of the Country, io 
that Mon ſieur Fulien had the whole Charge 
of deſtroying all the Country, which he 
perform'd in three Months with mall For- 
ces, having ſent the Miqselets and a Ba- 
tallion of Hainault to fecure the upper Ce- 
vaxdan, which is all Catholick. 
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Foiny, Martel and Argentiere, three Chicfs 
1 ot the Rebels joyning their ſmall Parties 
| made one conſiderable Body, and Cavalier 
Increas'd his to above 1000 Men, which ſo 
far pufl' him up that he had the Conh- 
dence to write to the Afareſchal de Mintrevel 
telling him, If he did not reflore his Father 
and Brother, he would ſoon come to reſcue th'm 
! with 10009 Men, adding much more Non- 
1 fence, and wreſting Texts of. Scripture to 
1 zuſtifie Rebel ſion. This Letter he ſent by a 
Peaſant, whoſe Life he ſpar'd to perform 
his M-flage. The other Fanatick Command- 
* ers knowing that the Mare ſe hal was gone, 
rais'd Men in the Plain, fo that the number 
of them all amounted to near 4000, which 
made the ancient Catholicks retire out of the 
5 Country into the Towns becauſe the 
am iſards Murder'd all they met, as 14 were 
on the way from Nimes to Uſes; but do 
Reform'd Iriſh Officers going towards Bar- 
fac, fell upon 16 of the Rebels and put them 
all to the Sword. Mon ſieur de G:vandan had 
laid an Ambuſh for another parcel of them 
near Arque de Barron, but it was diſcover'd 
by ſome Dogs the Officers had with them, ſo 
that the Cami ſards got to the Mountain, and 
only 7 or 8 were kill'd. The new Rebels in 
the Dioceſs:of Caſtres never appear*d but by 
Night and fled upon the leaſt reſiſtance, but 
they had no Ammunition, and moſt of them 
threw away their Arms in a Rencounter 
they had with Monſieur de Para, who was 
come thither with a Regiment of Dragoons, . 
and. 
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and the Country People purſuing them in 
all parts, that Inſurrection was ſoon quell'd. 
The Militia had much trouble and Fa- 
tigue in deſtroy ing the Houſes in the upper 
Sevennes, many of them being very ſtrong, 
and all ſo diſpers'd on Rocks and in hollows 
that 1t was hard to find them out, beſides 
that ſome of the Pariſhes were of à large 
extent, as that of S. Germain, Nine Leagues 
in compaſs. To add to this, Provifions 
were ſcarce on thoſe Mountains, and the 
Men far'd hard, for which Reaſons: leave 
was given to burn the Houſes, inſtead of de- 
moliſhing, which had been at firſt forbid, 
and now put an end to what had been ſo 
long a doing. Nothing was left in Gevaw- 
dan of 32 Parthes, which containd 400 
Villages or Hamlets. Only the Borroughs 
of S. Etienne de Valfranceſque, S. Germain 
de Calberte, and Barre, and the Town of 
Florac were leſt ſtanding; and Pont de Adont- 
verd, was ſav'd to leave ſome Troops there 
to cover a part of Gevaudan. Searce any 
Body was found in the condemn'd Pariſhes; 
all being fled into the Woods and Caves, for 
fear of being kilkd by the Kings Forces, and 
tho great care was taken to undeceive them, 
all the deſperate Youth went to joyn the 
Rebels, which was no addition of ſtrength 
to them, becauſe they had no Arms. but ra- 
ther a Burden, being oblig'd to ſubfiſt them, 
and an eaſe to the King, who had order'd 
they ſhould be maintain'd at his Coſt. When 
the Rebels perceiv'd the ſmoke and * of 
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their Houſes, they joyn'd all their Forces to 
obſtruct the Ruin of their Country, being 
above 1500, near half of them unarm'd; 
and appear d on the Mountains, but durli 
not come near the Detachment that did thg 
Execution. 

However being inform'd by their Spies

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Mon ſieur de S. Julien was fain to come 
down from the upper Sevennes, with two 
Regiments into the Plain to ſeek out thoſe 
Incendiaries, who did more miſchief than 
cver, having conſum'd with Fire ſeveral o- 
ther {mall Hamlets, and abundance of lone 
Houles. This deſtruction provok'd the Ca- 
tholicks of & Florent, Roxſſon, and other Pa- 
riſnes, who joy ning purſu'd the Rebels, but 
nat finding them, put to the Sword all the 
Hu7onots they met with in their way.

At Merviel near Montpellier a Spy of the

ſending them abroad in Detachments, took 
6 of the Rebels. The Catholicks of S. Flo- 
rent, commonly call'd the Forentines, mar-

what elle they found, The Camiſards in the 
Plain were more bold, Cavalier on the $th 
of Febraary burnt the Church of Beauvoiſin, 
at the Iaſtigacion of a Propheteſs, who alſo 
order'd they ſheu'd cnt off the Noſe, Ears 
and Fingers of four Cathol cks they tor k, 
and then ſtab them in 50 ſeveral places, 
which was perſorm'd.

The 
next Day Cavalier with 100 Horſe and 800

were Hugonots, and Murder d fqur Catho- 
hcks, becauſe they had the ill Fortun? to 
ſtind on the right hand of one of his 15 
Prophetcfii s he carry'd about, when the fell 
into her Enthuſiaſtick Fit, and cry'd, Tuo 
on the righ; Hand kave betray d this Mietiug 
for zo Sols. At the ſame time Cavalier ſent

but above x59 Catholicks were Slaughter d 
at ſeveral times in tundry Places, many 
Himlets and Villaoes and abundance of 
Farm-Haeuſes aud Mil; burnt to the Ground. 
At Lefſan x29 Sold eis who were 'n Girtt- 
ſon, ro. bei g able to d: end the Plice, re- 


tir'd to a Reuenchment they had, and the 
Cem iſirds demoliſid the Walls of the Flace, 
Which 
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uh ch the People of Fer enobre went about 
to repair, but the Rebels returning by Night 
cirry'd away or killd the Workmen, and 
threw down all they had repar d. 

The Mareſchib de Montr.wel had order'd 
all the open Farms and large Villages to in- 
trench themſelves, and the Inhabitants of 
Hamlets and Farm-Houſes to retire to them 
with all their Proviſions, that they might 
not ſupply the Rebe!s. He al ſo forbid all 
Perſons whatſoever going out of any Wald 
Places for ſome Days, cven tho they had 
Paſſcs; teok up ſeveral! of the Inhabitants 
of Sauve, Quiſſac and other places, and us'd 
all neceflary Precautions for checking the 
Fury of the Cam i ſar du. The Intendant de- 
{r:y'd the Charges of all Fortifications. 

Mon ffeur du Villar, who Commanded at 
Genouillac, acted vigorouſly againſt the Fa- 
naticks in the upper Sevennes, and ſent out 
a Detachment to Collet de Pere, and S. Pri- 
vat de Valiongue, where 100 Men and Women 
were found, between 35 and 40 of which 
being kill'd, the reſt fled among the Prect- 
pices. The Booty taken there was a dozen 
of Arms, 30 Louis D'or, aud tcyeral Ring 
a young Wench had ina Purſe, The ſame 
Officer e iſcover'd a Magazine the Rebels ha 
not far from Genozillac, put to the Sword 
all thoſe that kept it, ſtiv'd the Wine th 
Soldiers could not drink or carry'd away, an 
Hurut the Cheſnuts. The whole being va 
lud at 2000 Crowns, 
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Monſicur . was extraordinary vi- 
gilant on his file, obliging the Corporatt- 

ons to furnith Recruits for the Kings Forces, 
and protecting the Collectors of the Revenue. 

Whilſt he was at Navacelle the Camiſards 
took two Expreſſes, the one going to and 
the other from him with Letters, both whom 

they Baſtinado'd, but ſpar'd their Lives 

becauſe they were Hyg9r0:s, yet threatmng 

to kill them if ever they were taken again 
going on fuch Errands. At S. Ar broſe, 
Ho fi ur de Fulien receiv'd advice from the 
Harcſchal de Montrevel, that there was a 
Rebellion breaking out in the Vivarais. A 

Patty of 200 Fanaticks of the Sevennes was 
gone thither to perſwade the new Conver's 
to riſe, and apply'd themſelves to thoſe, who 
had been formerly the Heads of the Rebels 
in that Country, who reſus'd to follow” 
them, for which reafon the Camiſards fir d 
their Houſes, and ſeveral others, with the' 
Churches of Gluyras, S. Maurice, S. Fortu- 
nat, S. Fulien le Riut Bruſac, S. Jean de 
Cham bre, and S Barthelemy le Pin, throwing 
down all the Croſſes they found in their 
Way. At Toxrnon the Inhabitants fally'd 
out upon them, kilPd about 20 and pur 
the reſt to flizht, and other places repnlsd 
them with no lets Vigour, the very Women 
fighting againſt them. Moni ur de Falien 
in the mean while march'd Day and Night 
to meet them, with 300 of the Detachment 
of Hainazl:, 3 Troops of Dragoons and 3 
Companies of Afignoms, or Miguelets, Being 
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ſards in Eront. 107 an, 
to the end that the Rebels ſeeing them might 
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inſorm'd on his March that the Enemy had 
been ſeen before Day in the Village of Fran- 
che in, 159 ſtrong, under three Leaders call'd 
Cavalier, S. Fean and de Combe, and that 
they bad demanded Arme, and plunder'd 
the Caſtle,of Cheyſſerie, he haſted thither, 
being then but 3 quarters of a Leagne trom 
it.

At the time 
time he ſent Circular Letters to all the Pe- 
riſhes whoſe Churches hid been burnt, the 
purport whereof was, © That they ſh uld 
immediately reſtore all the ſaid Churches, 
into the ſame condition they were hetore, 
the whole Charge to be defray'd by the 
new Converts, That the Curates and all 
other Prictts might live in ſecurity for 
the future, declaring that all te I'yecs 
of the new Converts ſhould be anſwera- 
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a very handſome Sword and a lac'd Hat. 
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ble for theirs. * That they ſhou'd be an- 
ſwerable in like manner for any Damage 
or Irreverence offer'd to the Churches. 
That tho this look'd like a hardihip, there 
was no other way to ſecure the Prieſts and 
Churches, which he was reſolv'd to pre- 
© ſerve, and they might aſſuredly relie upon 
© it that he would be as good as his word, 
© That he would give 1000 Crowns to 
© whoſocver ſhould deliver up to him Ca- 
© walier, Dead or Alive, and 509 each for 
© S. Jean and de Combes. 

Monſieur de Fuli:n did not only take care 
that the Churches ſhould be reſtor'd, but 
obſerv'd a firit Diſcipline in his Troops, 
and therefore ſhot two. Soldiers of the Regi-

ment of Hain4zlt, becauſe they had Robb'd | 


a Houſe in the Night, pretending to be Ca- 
miſards, Tho there was another Party of 
Rebels abroad, conſiſting of about $9 or 
100 Men, yet this good management re- 
ſtrain'd thoſe who had not yet taken Arms, 
ſeeing they could not fiir but that he was 
upon them, and that 2 Batallions of Swift 
were newly come to ſecond him. In the 
laſt Action the G-enadiers and Afiquelers 
took 30 Firelocks, a great number ot” ſide 
and Pock-t Piſtols, ſome Scithes and Prongs, 
and one half Pike. The three Sniſs Batal- 
lions before mention'd came from Lyons and 
the Mare ſchal de. Montrevel ſent Mon ſic ur 
de Fulien word, that he might keep them 
near him; but he having gain'd the advan— 
tage laſt mention d, ſent two of them away 
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to the Marcſchal, and potted the other at 
S. Jean des Anels, between the Rivers of 
Ardeche and Ceze, to ſecure the Paſtes on 
them, and be ready to enter the Viva- 
rex. 

Whilſt he viſited the Pariſnes in the 
Vivarez, the Camiſards return'd to Yau- 
Nage, and made molt miſerable havock a- 
bout Niſmes, Aygues-Aortes and Uſez, 
Murdering near 100 People, and deſtioy- 
ing at leaſt a dozen Farms in the compaſs 
of two Leagues and a half. It was a hard 
matter after all the Maſacres to protect the 
new Converts from being inſulted, the Peo- 
ple being ſo highly incens'd it Beaucaire, 
near which this bappen'd, that a Merchant 
of Niſmes was almoſt Ron'd to Death there 
by the Women. An hundred Arm'd Men 
went from that Town tothe Farms belong- 


ing to the Hygonots of Niſmes, whence they 


carry'd away about 2000 Sheep, and a num- 
ber of black Cattle.

to make his Propol ls than he was ſhot to 
Death, as ſome of them declar'd after the 
Amneſty. A Brigade of the People of Luſſan 
who were Fugen s, put a Trick upon their 
Catholick Commandant, which ſheus 
what care they took to ſupply the Rebels 
with Arms and Cloaths. He had deſir'd 
thin to guard him to S. Laurens, where he

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Two Hours after this Proclamation made,

A Party of theſe Cadets meeting the A!

| | ſen 
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ſent Monſieur de Prefoſſe, a Maicr General, 
to Court, with the News of this Advantage 
gain'd over the Rebels, and withdrew him- 
{elf out of the Province ot. Languedoc. 

The Mare ſchal de Fillars came to take 
upon him that Command, being appointed 
by the King, to reſtore Peace and Quietneſs 
in that Countiy. This new General at Ly- 
ons embark'd upon the River Rhoſne, Mon- 
ſie ur de Fulien met him at Viviers, The 
Vice-Legate of Avignon receiv'd him on the 
Bank of the River with Trumpets founding, 
and a Diſcharge of the Cannon, and con- 
ducted him to the Apoſtolick Palace, with a 
great Train of Coaches, before which went 
his Swiſs Guard, and the Troop of Light 
Horſe. The Mareſchal {et out after Dinner 
for Beaucaire, where the Intendant, with 
abundance of Gentry of that Town, of Ta- 
raſcon, and of Arle', expected him on the 
Key. He lay there at the Governours, the 
Count de Rochefort, and the 21ſt of April 
at Noon, arriv'd at Niſes, where his Lady 
met him a Month after, and during his Stay 


he kept a Table for 20 Perſons, The Stear 


Pitz9n, the firſt Conſul, came immediatel 
to welcome him, in the Name of all the Ci- 
ty, but the Mare ſchal, after anſwering his 
Compliment, told him, That the Court 
* was amaz'd at fo many Dilorders as had 
© happen'd in Languedoc. That the King 
© had commandea him to put an end to 
© them, and to uſe the utmoſt Severity and 
Force to bring the Rebels to their Duty, if 
H 2 >, ey 
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they could uot be reduc'd by fair means, 
That it was very extraordinary thofe Mu- 
tineers ſhould have cut oft 308 of his Ma- 
jelty's Soldiers at one time, when very few 
were 1 ſt in conſtderable Battels. That it 
was {urprizing to ice a few wretched Pea- 
{nts ſhould be able to caule Inch mighty 
Troubles in ſuch a famous and ow: ine 
Province, and where there were io many 
brave Men, That it was likely they could 
not have held out ſo long, but by mcans 
of the Supplies given, and the Corrcſ- 
pondence kept up with them. Hel ad- 
ded, That there ſhould be no want of Cate 
or Vigilance in him, to ſee it ſpeedt!y 
brought to an end. 

That fame Night at 11 of the Clack, an 
Expreſs came to Niſmes, who brought the 
Aareſchal de Villars a Letter from Mon ſieur 
de la Lande, herein that Genera] gave him 
an account of two ſucceſsful Expeditions he 
had undertaken. The Account was to this 
effect. Having receiv'd Orders from the 
Mare ſchal de Montrevel, to purine the Cami- 
fards cloſet; pit they wide towards his Quar- 
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ters, he ſent out Spies every way; and being 


inform'd that Ruland's and 70% s Troops 
Join'd together, were near Brenoux, he 
marct'd to attack them with the Sieur du 
Villar, Licutenant Colonel, commanding at 
Genozilhac, and ie Strur de Borde, Captain, 


Commandant at Kivieres, He made fo great 


a Slaughter, that between 4 and 500 were 
kid upon che Spot, with the lols of onſy 
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© or 10 of his Men, Thence he went to the 
Village of Brenovx, where the Inhabitants 
themſelves, contetling that the Rebels hal 
lain there, he puniilyd t! cir Infolence by 
turning them over to the Ancient Catho: 
licks of S. Florac under Arme, who flew 
above 200 of them, tparing none but the lit— 
tle Cluldren, an fer Fire to all the oute. 
Muonſi ur de la L ne order Miſieur du 
Villar, to treat 8 or 9 other neighbeuring 
Places, which had eitertaii the Camrſirds 
in the ſame manner, That Officer, attende 1 
by the Cadets of the Croſs, or White (um iſards, 
and 4200 Soldiere, including the Militia, put 
thoſe Places to Fire and Sword ſuccefy** 
after plundering of them, Only the Wa 
men and Sucking Children were ſpar'd, all 
the Men being cut in pieces, and a conſide- 
rable Booty was taken, particularly a valt 
quantity of Cattle, lr is 1impcſſible to ex- 
preſs what Havock the Forces made ; let it 
ſuff ce to fay, they ſtiv'd above 700 Casks 
of Wine, and left only 5 or 6 Houſes of an- 
cient Catholicks ſtanding, which were de- 
moliſh'd ſoon after. 

This did not (iti fy Mon ſieur de la Lande; 
he was reſolv'd to find out the poor Remains 
of Cavalicr's Party, who rang'd about be- 
tween Alais and Uſez, and fought them for 
30 Hours. At length Mon ſieur de Meryeres 
inform'd him, that Cavalier had been ſeen 
at Hy-uzet, with a Party of about 3 or 408 
Can iſards. Having receiv'd this advice at 
his return from Navacelle, he made two De- 

3 tachments 
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tachments of 3co Men each ont of 1800 he 
had withhim, One of theſe Detachments 
he ſent along the Wood towards Vaquieres, 
another commanded by Monſieur de Bocinarie 
towards FintCrerte, and took the reſt him- 
jelf along rhe Plain, ftretching out, and 
{ound that the Encinies were at Hienxet. 
They thinking of no ſuch Attack, were pro- 
viding for Supper, v hen their Sentinels cry d 
out, That the Kings Forces nere marching to- 
wards them; whereupon they came out of 
the Village immediately, and ied into a 
bcttom juſt below it. Mon ſieun de Lande 
coming up, calPd together all the Inhabi- 
rants, Men and Women, and a:k'd them, 
Whether the Camiſards had been in the Town, 
which they could not deny, the Meat provi- 
ded for a great number of People ſufficiently 
evincing the Fact; for there was a whole 
Beef kill'd and flee'd, abundance of Sauct- 
1288, Gammons of Bacon, Bread and Silads. 
le therefore ask d, Whieh way they went, and 
how long they hai been gone? To which the 
People antwer'd, T hat they had been gone two 
hn&rs, half of them taking the Road to Ulez, 
and the o:her towards the Wood of Bouquet, tho 
they had but juſt left the Place, and were 
not four Muxke'-ſhot off, Upon this he 
caus'd 100 Miquelets to advance North- 
ward of the Village, who diicovering the 
( umiſards at the Entrance into the Wood, 
fir d upon them. Mon ſieur de la Lande hear- 
ing the Shot, ran on to join them, forming 
three Bodies of his Men to take them on the 

0 Right, 
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Right, oa the Left, and in Front, and bore 
down on the Enemy without going far into 
the Wool, becautc jt was Niglit. The dead 
being counted, there were ound 170, and 
among them the Dutcheſs, thai was to be, of 
the Sevennes, a beamifn] Creature, with gold 
Bracelet; on, and 12 other Women, three 
of which were in Mens Apparel. The Ba- 
tallion of the Gallies, which had the Leſt, 
acted with extraordinary Bravery, all the 
Otheers behav'd themſelves moſt gallantly, 
particularly /fonfiexr Ia Balompie and his 
Party. The Chevalier de Roquefueil kill'd one 
of the Rebels after a long Combat with him 
and ſtanding a Shot of a Firelock, two ot 
Piſtols, and the Cut of a Hanger, which ha- 
ving {truck off a piece of hisCoat,only ſlight- 
Iy graz ed upon hisskin,B having receiv d it juſt 
as the Camiſard was dropping down dead. 
Only three or four of our Men were wound- 
ed, the Enemy having made no great 1eſ1- 
ſtance. In the Booty taken there were ſix 
Silver hilted Swords, 7 or 8 Suits of Cloaths 
exactly alike, 3 or 4 fine Cloaks, and feve- 
ral very handſome Coats. In the Pockets of 
the dead were found ſeveral Parcels of Mo- 
ney, amounting in all to 200 Crowns. All 
this had beloag'd to the Marine Officers, 
whom thoſe Rebels had ſtripp'd after their 
Defeat. Beſides all this, their Books, their 
Sermons and other Writings, were taken in 
a Leather Bag, and 75 of their Horſes and 
Mules, of the latter whereof there were fix 
able ones which carry'd Salt, Proviftionsand 
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Bigęage, of the former, 12 lock d like Dru 
goon Horſes. . 

The ncxt day after this Actior, Hon ſie 
de Ia Lande, c:us'd the Wood which is ve 
thick, to de ſearch'd, where 25 Cami ſar 
mote were kill'd, being fe und in Caves ut 
der Rocks thut up with Flanks, Wie 
tery'd them for an Hoſpital, where the 
were 12 Sick or Wounde(! Men, all of the 
put to Dꝛath as well as the r.ſt. Here we 
taken abundance of Hatchete, Prongs, Ma 
tocks, Scithes, Linnen, Lint, ſome Proy' 
ſione, 3 ſilver hilted Swords, and fever 
Coats belonging to the Marine Regimen 
This General reſolving to puniſh the In 
delity of the Inhabitants of Hyezze:, order 
to plunder tht Place, and then ſet fire toi 
after putting Il the People to the Sword. 
Woman had/ Qrarter given her upon pr 
miſe of diſcyvering a confiderable Conceal 
ment in a Houſe next the Mou taip, whet 
were fcund 30 Loads of Corn, a great quan 
tity of Meal, 25 great Cask of Wine, 15 0 
Brandy, a great deal of B:con, a large hea 
of Beans, another of Cheſnuts, two Chel 
of Druggs, or Medicines, ſix Sacks of Lint 
a Magazine where they made Powder. wit 
the Mortars and other Utenſiles for makin 
of it, 1550 weight of P-wder made, a con 
ſiderable Stock of Brimſtone, Sal: petre and 
Charcoal. 

Mon ſie ur de la Lade concluded his two 
Letters to the Marte ſchal de Fillars, and to 
Atonfeur de Baſpille, the Intendant, ee 
them,

them, that in the Expedition of the Wood 
of Hy:4zet, and that near Brenoux five days 
before, he had deſtroy'd 800 Rebels, and 
added, that Fe had within an Hour receiv'd 
an Exprels irom Monſie ur de Palmerolle, who 
inform'd him that the Miquelets he Com- 
mand'td, falling upon a Party of the Rebel- 
lious Fanaticks in the Woods, and among 
the Rocks about Pont de Montverd, had 
Kill'd 105 by Tale, Thus the Affairs of the 
Camiſards were much ruin'd, theſe two 
great ſtroaks, together with that in the Vau- 
Nage, reducing them to a very low Ebb. 
It was ai firit thought that Cavalier was 
kill'd in che Action at Fljerzer, but he a- 
lighted from his Horſe, tho Wornged, and 
left his Coat to fly into the Wood, and 
thence elſewhere. In his Coat Pocket was 
found a Cro's of the Order of Malia, a cu— 
rious Watch, a Paſtoral Letter railing a— 
gainlt the Church, and a Sermon in the 
ſame Hand. The Catholick Soldiers were 
ſo joytul at their Victory, and the great 
Booty they had got, that ſeveral among 
them took the pairs to bring, rows of Cam i- 
ſards Ears ſtuck upon their Swords, and they 
all gave a Volley at their return to An 
dn xe. 

This Defeat of above 1800 Rebels ha p— 
ning in ſeveral places, within the compals 
of 7 or © Days, made the Roads ſo ffe, that 
People began to Travel without danger, 
and to hope that thoſe who were left Weuld 
lay hold of-the Kings Amneſty, whic“ the 
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Mare ſchal de Villars offer d them at firſt, 
promiſing Employment to ſuch as would 
ſerve in his Majeſties Forces. This General 
had aſſembled the Inhabitants of Niſmes, 
Uſez, Alass, ' Anduze, S. Hypolite and o- 
ther pleces of Note hie had viſited, to ex- 
hort them to continue in their Duty and en- 
deavour to oblige the Rebels to lay down 
their Arms. He had alſo caus'd a number 
of new Converts to be releas'd out of Priſon, 
upon their promiſe made of being Loyal, 
But when it was known in the beginning of 
May, that the Camiſards ſearchd every where 
for Arms; that they had taken away 15 
Horſes out of the Village, or, Liberty of 
Chayla, 3 Leagues from Niſmes, that 7 of 
them went one Evening to the Sieur Guy) 
Farm-Houſe, a Cannon ſhot from Aygae-- 


Mortet, whence after binding the Farmer 
his Wife and Servants, they had carry'd x 


way the belt Effects, without killing any 


Body ; that another parcel of them had ta 
ken ſoine Horles going io Ar. le Grand Priot 
of S. Giles Grounds ; that Roland's Trooqj 
being Recruited and confitiing of 700 Fodt 
and 150 Horſe, had attack'd the Borough 
Val eraug ue in the upper Sevennes, to mak 
themſelves Matters of it; and in fine, thi 
Cavalier had been ſcen about Luſſan at ti 
Head of 500 Foot and 100 Dragoons, tt 
dread of the Catholicks was renew'd, an 
theiz {urprize was the greater, like the W 
teis of a River, which having been 7 
ſtraw 
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Rrain'd-by a Bank, overflow with the great” 
er violence, when that is broke down. 

The Mare ſchal de Villas had us'd all the 
Methods of Mercy and Tenderneſs to bring 
the Rebels to fubmiſſion ; but perceiving 
that they abus d his Lenity in not deſtroy- 
ing them; that they were diligent in Re- 
cruiting their broken Forces; and that they 


obſtinately perſiſted in their Cruelty, having 


Murder'd ſome People in that part of the 
Territory of Niſmes call'd Gre<an, and 5 or 
6 between Uſez and Belpeze, he then took 
up about 100 Haugonns of Niſmes and ſent 
them away to the Iflands of S. Margaret.

At the {ame time he threatned the other Hu- 


gonots of that City and Alais, that he would 


treat them as Abe'tors of the Rebels when 
he came te execute the Kings Orders, un- 
leſs they reduced their Commanders to ar- 
cept o the Mercy ofier d them, or elſe deli- 
verd them up to him. This Threat was 
the occaſion of the following Speech wade 
to him by Mon ſieun de Albenat, an Ancient 
Magiſtrate, and one of the moſt Noted of 
the Inhabitants of Nimes.

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was at Cavalier's Camp, during the Truce. 
After the taking of theſe follow'd a more 
conſiderable Prize. Among all the other 
Mcthods us'd by thoſe in Authority, they 
had not omitted that of promiſing Rewards 
to thoſe who ſhould deliver up any of the 
Heads of the Rebels. Hereupon, whillt the 
Aare ſchal de Villars and Monſieur de Baſ- 
ville, the Intendant, wereat Uſez, a Young 
Man offer'd to put Roland into their Hauds. 
He was promis d 100 Piſtoles and nder to 
apply himſelf to Monſieur de Para, Briga- 
dier of Foot, Commanding at Uſez, when 
he could perform his Promiſe. He was not 
long about it, for having watch'd his oppor- 
my, he gave that Commander Notice 
the Night, between the 13th and 14th of 
Anguſt, that Roland was in the Caſtle of 
the Village of Caſtelna u, two Leagues and a 
half from Uſez, with only 8 Men. He was 
gone thither to gather the Contributions of 
the Hugonots of that Territory, and to Drink 
the Waters of Hyeazet with his Miſtreſs, and 
another who was ſo to Maillet his Major. 
Theſe were two Siſters, handiome enough, 
and Daughters to one Monſieur de Cornely, 
a Gentleman about Salle, to both whom 
they had writ to be with them the next 
Day, Monſieur de Para having receiv'd 
this Intelligence, immediately ſent out all 
the Officers that were at Uſez,well mounted,

ken in their Beds; but he running to the 
Chambers and crying he heard the Kings 
Troops at hand.

The next Day the Intendant aſſiſted by 
the High Court, condemn'd the 5 Priſoners 
in the Fort to be broken upon the Wheel. 
In the Evening they were carry'd altogether 
to Execution, four of them Dy'd hard, and 
only one call d the Smith of Blauxac, near 
Uſez,, deſir'd to confefs, and become a Ca- 
tholick. He alone was Bury'd, the others 
being carry'd out to the Gallows, Roland's 
Body was diagg'd about the City all the 
Day, being ty d by the Neck to a Cart

calld Catinat. He alſo diſcover'd ſome 
Woods, where they had Proviſions and

At the fame time Catinat defir'd of the 
Mareſchal that he might be admitted to the 
Benefit of the Amneſty, by Letter, wherein 
he acquainted him, that' he found much ;

nu'd among them, becauſe he was unwil- 
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reſchal promis'd to procure him a Commi-

Eis unfortunate end abated the Courage 
ct the Rebels, but the Diſcovery made ob 


ine Hugenott, deſign to revolt in Dauphine 
quite cruſh'd all their Hopes. Mon ſieur de 
Mol ard had by Order of Mon ſie ur Baſville, 


the Intendant gone through part of that 


Province, to obſerve the Diſpoſition of thoſe 
there was cauſe to ſuſpect, and was inform'd 
that the Rebels of the Yiwvarez held a foul 


Correſpondence with the Hagonots of Dau- 


pine, through the Iflands de la Vonte and 
Pouffin ; 
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Poyſſin one Foly-Ceur, one Fohn Pol, and one 
Eſparon, ali is S, Fean,three tamous Fanatical 
Preachers, Born in Fivarez, did not 
ceaſe to ſow the Seeds of Sedition in both 
Provinces; aſſuring the People, that the 
Sevennois had promis'd to make their utmoſt 
efforts tobe M:\icrs of the Vivarez, whillt 
at the ſame time the Bayrbets would fend a 
ſtrong Detachment to joyn thoſe of Dauphin, 
who were preparing to Rebel ; farther decla- 
ring, that upon the Succeſs of this Entet- 
prize, they would have an open Commuui— 
cation with Foreigners, from whom they 
ſheuld receive all forts of Suc cours. The 
{ame Subdelegate in his return was certainly 
inform'd, that ſix other Preachers privately 
rang'd from Place to Place, and that about 
an hundred, Mutiniers of the Boxtieres, had 
Arms hid for putting their Project in Execu- 
tion. | 
On the other hand Intelligence wes 
brought to Valence that the Hugonots about 
Creſt were met in a Wood, where they 
Preach 'd and Sung Pſalms. The Provoſt Ma- 
reſchal immediately mounted a Horſeback 
and repair'd thither, with all his Men, where 
he found above 400 of them Arm'd hearing 
a Preacher, who ſtood upon a Rock. When 
he was within ſhot of them, they fir'd a 
Volley which kill'd three of his Men by him, 
ſo that finding bimfelf too weak to diſperſe 
them, he mode off ro gather all the Militia 
of the Neighbourhood. His Project ſuc- 
ceeded, for coming again with 300 reſolute 
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Men, he put to flight all that Congregation, 
which diſpers'd into the Woods, excepting

ers or Prophets. 

At the fame time the Marquis de Chabril- 
lan, one of the King's Lieutenants in the 
Province of Dauphine, diſcover'd the par- 
ticulars of the intended Inſurrection, and 
immediately viſited all the Places where he 
had been told that Meetings were held, with 
a Detachment of 50of the Burghers of Creſt, 
In a Farm wherea Mecting was he took the 
Farmer, his Daughter and his Nephew, and 
ſent them to the Tower of Creff, The ſame 
he did at Livron and all other Places, where 
the Conſpirators met with their Preachers ;

uſe of them to ſecure all ſuſpected Perſons, 
many of which were of Livron, of Lauriol, 
of the Foreſt of Sous, and of other Places. Nor 
did he ſpare one of his own Guards, who 
was found Guilty, but had bim put into 
Priſon and brought to bis Tryal; by which 
vigorous proceedings he ſuppreſꝰd the grow- 

ing Evil. * | 
The News of this Succeſs which had diſ- 
appointed all the Motions, and Efforts of 
the Enemies of France, much abated the 
Fury of the obſtinate Camiſards. They, 
with ſorrow, plainly perceiv'd how hard it 
was for them to ſubſiſt, all their ſupports 
failing

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failing, and their Projects being diſappcint- 
ed. To conclude, the Poitevin Officer, who 
had been taken by the Chevalier de Roanex, 
as was ſaid above, before his Execution de- 
clar'd, That the Abbe de Gaiſcard, Brother 
to the Count de Guiſcard, one of the King's 
Generals, after leading a Lewd D:bauch'd 
Life, and leaving a conſiderable Church 
Revcnue he enjoy d, had been ſo bale as to 
take up with the Hugonot Refugees that had 
fled the Kingdom, amd acceptcd of the Com- 
mand of the Suc-:ours' that were to joyn the 
Camiſards, but that he had the god For- 
tune to eſcape, when the Tartans were ta- 
ken.

The ſame 
he did at Livron and all other Places, where 
the Conſpirators met with their Preachers; 
and to quench all the ſparks of the Fire 
they were about to kindle, he caus'd a Ba- 
tallion of Foot to come to Ce, making 
nie of them to ſecure all ſuſpected Perſons, 
many of which were of Livron, of Lauriol, 
of the Foreſt of Sout, and of other Places, Nor 
did he ſpare one of his own Guards, who 
was found Guilty, but had bim put into 
Priſon and brought to his Tryal ; by which 
vigorous proceedings he ſuppref>'d the grow- 
ing Evil. 

The News of this Succeſs which had diſ- 
appointed all the Motions, and Efforts of 
the Enemies of France, much abated the 
Fury of the obſtinate Camiſards. They,
